centering  in  ono  profession,  making  him  ono 
of  tho  chief  ornaments  of  that  profession,  il 
not  it*  bond,  in  tho  United  Statqs 

Our  late  distinguished  Ambassador  at  the 
Court  of  St.  James,  Hon.  Abbott  Lawrence 
whose  wealth  is  poured  out  for  all  benevolent 
purposes  in  don*tlonr  largo  ns  tho  sea,  can 
recall  tho  time  whon  he  had  his  profession  to 
select,  nnd  the  first  dollnt  of  his  splendid  for¬ 
tune  to  earn.

On  the  morning  of  the  3flth  till.,  about  one 
O'clock,  a  cottage  house  belonging  to  Mr.  Her* 
arm,  situate  on  Pleasant  st,,  and  unoccupied, 
was  discovered  on  tire, the  alarm  was  given, and 
the  Stoueham,  Woburn  &  Melrose  engines  were 
on  the  spot  ami  did  all  that  men  could  do  to 
nrrest  the  progress  of  the  flntnes.  From  the 
grent  difficulty  of  getting  wnter,  it  was  en¬ 
tirely  destroyed.  Hie  building  was  valued  at 
$1,800,  partially  covered  by  insurance.  This 
was  without  doubt  set  on  fire  also,  as  it  bad 
liecn  unoccupied  for  four  weeks.  The  loss  falls 
peculiarly  heavy  upon  Mr.  Hersom,  who  is 
extensively  ^Tignged  in  house  building.  This 
same  house  was  set  on  fire  and  partially  dc« 
atroycil  about  a  year  and  n  half  ago  t  it  had 
been  repaired  by  the  insurance  company. 
What  motive  has  induced  the  setting  of  these 
fires  is  more  than  any  one  can  divine.

THE  LAST  OF  TOE  QlIESADAS. 


was  thoroughly  restored,  furnished,  and 
decorated  :  the  menial  establishment., 
which  had  dwindled  to  two  or  three  ill- 
paid,  ill-clad  servitors,  was  recruited  up 
to  st  handsome  complement  ;  Honor  Ve¬ 
lasco’s  children — he  had  dropped  the 
Don  and  the  I)e — wore  carefully  educa¬ 
ted  :  and  when  his  son,  Alonzo,  return¬ 
ed  homo  in  18  17  from  the  university  of 
Toledo,  he  whs  pronounced  by  general 
consent,  to  ho  the  handsomest,  hest- 
drossod.  heat-mounted,  and  altogether 
the  most  generous  and  accomplished 
cahallero  of  the  neighborhood  for  many 
miles  n round.  For  this  young  man, 

Gareilas  dc  (pirsada  conceived  from  the 
first  a  violent  dislike,  which  the  passing 
years  bringing  increased  sunshine  and 
splendor  to  the  Velascos,  and  only 
Clouds  anti  gloom  for  him,  exasperated 
to  t ho  deadliest  hate.

Tllfi  PULPIT. 

HY  ltET.  A.  n.lTTLKA* 

The  minister  should  he  ttue  to  his  moral 
not  loss  thnti  his  religious  convictions,  lie 
must  bo  hold  nnd  in  ’cpcmlont  in  his  npplicn* 
Men  of  the  prnciplcs  of  Christ  in  nily,  as  he 
understands  them,  calling  upon  men  to  deni 
justly  nntl  love  mercy.  lie  must  ho  ftco  to 
test  every  social  custom  and  institution  hy 
Christianity.  If  avarice  has  drived  conscience 
from  tho exchange  nnd  tho  counter;  ii  party 
spirit  has  banished  religion  from  the  caucus- 
room  nnd  the  ballot-box  5  if  the  church  has 
sold  itself  to  pride  nnd  power  ;  if  insltion  is 
cankering  the  heart,  why  shall  it  not  be  spoken 
but  in  unequivocal  speech  ?  Who  tnnj;  criti¬ 
cise  such  things,  if  not  the  commissioned  mes¬ 
sengers  of  truth  ?  What  shall  save  the  flock 
from  the  hungry  mouth  of  the  wolf,  if  the 
shepherd  is  not  to  give  notice  when  danger 
approaches  ? 

The  minister  should  remember  I1I3  high 
balling,  and,  rather  than  conceal  his  honest 
conviction,  ho  should  leave  the  mahogany 
desk  and  carpeted  aisles  to  stand  in  the  street ; 
or  seeking  the  forest,  lie  should  make  a  stump 
his  pulpit,  the  winds  of  heaven  his  chior,and 
Ihc  trees  nml  beasts  hi3  audience.  Rcforc  he 
became  a  minister,  it  is  presumed  that  God 
made  him  n  man  :  let  him,  then,  forfit  his  pa¬ 
rish  rather  than  deny  his  manhood.  Indeed, 
Its  the  eloquent  Chopin  hns  said,  ••  Every  so¬ 
ciety  should  understand,  that,  though  they 
own  the  church  and  have  bought  the  pews, 
they  have  not  bought  tho  minister.  Ilia  soul 
is  worth  no  more  than  any  other  man’s  ;  but 
it  is  all  he  hns  nnd  he  cannot  afford  to  sell  it 
for  a  salary.  Il  a  parishioner  docs  not  like 
the  preaching,  he  can  go  elsewhere;  hut  the 
minister  cannot  so  easily  get  another  soul. 
Thr  prime  condition  of  tho  pulpit's  efficacy  is 
fts  freedom.  Never  was  there  more  need  of 
boldness  in  reproving  sir,  than  now;  nnd, 
when  tho  strong  tido  of  worldliness,  lising 
high,  threatens  to  bear  away  the  ancient  land¬ 
marks  of  the  church,  it  is  no  time  to  halt  and 
compromise,  and  soften  the  words  until  they 
glide  into  the  car  without  shocking  the  most 
delicate  nerves — but  to  assort  tho  ovei lasting 
right  and  echo  tho  voice  of  God.  Tho  min¬ 
ister  hud  better  dig,  ay,  or  beg,  or  die  even, 
than  to  exchange  his  garb  of  a  high  priest  of 
truth  for  a  mere  worldling’s  dress,  nnd  sink 
into  n  mere  cumbercr  of  the  ground.  When 
he  becomes  a  simple  piece  of  pulpit  furniture 
the  speaking-trumpet  of  his  audience,  and  re¬ 
gards  the  pews  as  so  many  Sinns  from  which 
he  is  to  receive  his  ten  commandments,  it  is 
better  for  all  that  there  should  he  neither  pul¬ 
pit*  nor  ministers.  People  will  go  to  ruin 
fhst  enough  without  n  hireling  ministry  to 
pave  the  wuy,  and  hilp  them  in  their  descent.

If  everything  ap¬ 
peared  qnict,  I  must  go  to  the  west  side 
of  the  plain,  where  1  should  see  a  flat 
rock  which  I  could  raise  with  one  hand, 
nnd  a  round  stone  about  four  feet  fiom 
it  ;  I  must  take  the  round  stone  and 
place  it  under  the  edge  of  the  flnt  rock, 
which  would  raise  it  high  enough  to 
put  my  hand  Under  it. 

“  You  must  then  feel  under  thcTock,” 
said  the  General,  “  till  you  And  a  se¬ 
cond  hollow  ;  if  there  is  a  letter  in  it, 
bring  it  to  me,  nnd  put  this  in  the  same 
place.” 

Having  received  my  instructions,  I 
made  my  way  for  the  height,  nnd  noth¬ 
ing  occurred  worthy  of  note,  except 
that  I  found  the  rock  and  stone  des¬ 
cribed,  and  in  the  hollow  a  letter,  seal¬ 
ed,  without  any  superscription.  I  then 
adjusted  the  rock,  and  placed  the  stone 
as  1  found  it.

MILCH  COW*. 

If  you  tleairc  your  cown  to  yield  lib¬ 
erally  to  the  pail,  you  must  feed  them 
with  something  better  suited  to  the  se¬ 
cretion  of  rich  milk  than  hay  provender. 
Chopped  roots,  or  meal  slops  of  some 
kind,  should  be  .given  them  twice  a 
dav,  at  least,  say  morning  and  evening. 
They  should  also  he  with  littered  beds, 
dry  ’  lodgings — moderately  warm — he 
I  regularly  watered  thrice  each  day,  just 
before  being  fed, — he  curried  or  comb¬ 
ed  once  a  day,  and  salt,  with  occasion¬ 
ally  a  little  ashes  or  fine  bone  dust  mix¬ 
ed,  two  or  three  times  a  week.  They 
also  like  a  rariety  of  food,  ltootr,  cut 
or  rasped,  and  mixed  With  cut  hay  or 
straw,  then  stirred  and  left  for  an  hour 
or  two,  make  a  mess  which  they  will 
eat  very  greedily.  We  think  that  hard-  ! 
Iv  attention  enough  is  given  to  the  bed- 1 
ding  of  cows,  as  the  more  quiet  and 
comfortable  they  are,  the  less  food  will  ;

History  informs  us  that  many  rtf  the 
countries  of  Europe,  which  now’  possess 
very  mild  winters,  at  one  titno#  experi¬ 
enced  severe  cold  during  this  season  of 
thc  year.  The  Tiber  at  Rome  was  of¬ 
ten  frozen  over,  nnd  snow  at  otic  Cimi» 
lay  for  forty  days  in  that  city.  The 
Euxine  Son  was  frozen  over  every  Avin- 
ter  during  the  time  of  ()\id,  nnd  tho 
rivers  Rhine  and  Rhone  used  to  be  fro- 
/ mi  so  deep  that  the  ice  sustained  load¬ 
ed  u'agons.  Thc  waters  of  the  Ti¬ 
ll  t.  Rhim*  nml  till  one  now  How  free¬ 
ly  every  winter,  ice  is  unknown  nt  Rome, 
and  the  waves  of  the  Kuxiuo  dash  their 
wintry  foam  uncry stalized  upon  She 
rocks. 

Some  have  ascribed  these  climate 
eh nng.\s  to  ngrioultittfo, — thc  cutting 
down  of  dense  forests,  the  exposure  of 
the  upturned  soil  to  the  summer  sun, 
and  tho  draining  of  thc  great  marshes. 
\Yc  do  not  b  lievc  that  such  great 
changes  could  have  been  produced  on 
the  elinirit'*  of  any  country  by  agricul¬ 
ture,  and  v.'o  are  certain  that  no  tmeft 
theory  can  account  for  the  contrary 
change  of  climate — from  warm  to  cold 
winters—- \vhMi  history  tells  us  has  ta¬ 
ken  place  in  other  countries  than  those 
named,  (ir&nlnnd  received  its  nartie 
from  tho  enter  >M  herbage  which  cloth¬ 
ed  its  valleys  and  mountains  :  and  its 
east  coast,  which  is  now  inaccessible  on 
account  of  tho  perpetual  ice  heaped  up¬ 
on  its  shor  .  was  in  flic  eleventh  cen¬ 
tury.  thc  seat  of  flourishing  Scandinav¬ 
ian  colonies,  all  trace  of  which  is  now 
lost.  Cold  Labrador  was  named  Yin- 
land  by  the  Northmen  who  visited  it  in 
the  year  1000,  and  wlio  were  charmed 
with  its  then  mild  climate.  Thc  cause 
of  these  changes  is  an  important  in¬ 
quiry.

The  former  by  a 
plurality  of  several  hundred,  tho  latter  by 
many  thousands. 

The  liquor  or  rum  interest  expended  more 
thnn  half  a  million  of  dollar*  in  trying  to 
elect  Mr.  Seymour,  and  wo  nro  to  suppose,  j 
failed.  In  NeV  York  the  St.  Nicholas  Hotel, 
tho  Astor  House,  the  Metropolitan  nnd 
French’s  Hotel,  subscribed  to  tho  fund  five 
hundred  dollars  each,  to  enrry  out  nnd  put  in 
rum  votes.  Mr.  Burroughs  of  tho  Quincy 
House,  when  applied  to  for  a  subscription,  in 
reported  to  have  said,  “In  this  country,  the 
majority  will,  if  they  can,  live  without  rum 
I  will  try  touoso,  nnd  therefore  tho  Irving 
1  House  will  hot  subscribe.”  It  is  also  said 
that  a  fund  of  several  millions  of  dollars  is  to 
he  raised  by  the  samo  interest,  to  prevent  any 
prohibitory  law  from  being  carriod  into  effect. 
Thin  course,  however,  in  all  probability,  in¬ 
stead  of  aiding  the  matter,  will  only  make  it 
worse,  for  tho  people,  as  a  people,  nro  pecu¬ 
liarly  jealous  of  combinations  nnd  monopolies, 
ami  unshackled  by  tho  bonds  of  party,  ns 
pretty  nearly  everybody  now  is,  they  will 
hardly  permit  drinks  or  gold  to  dictntc  or 
peisundc  a  majority  to  what  may  suit  tlu; 
stilish  purposes  of  a  few,  whose  money  may 
be  invested  in  hops  nnd  beer  barrels,  still 
worms  end  logwood.  It  is  evident  that  the 
public  opinion  of  New  York  is  ngninst  the 
traffic,  nnd  a  largo  majority  in  favor  of  a  pro-  I 
hihitory  low  ;  and  if  the  majority  arc  to  rule 
in  other  things,  it  is  but  fair  that  they  should 
rule  in  this;  nnd  tho  best  thing  which  cham- 1 
pngno  importers,  who  make  their  own  juice, 
enn  do,  is  to  drink  up  what  they  huvo  on 
hand,  nnd  wait  until  the  majority  gets  dry. 
The  pcoplo  have  been  ridden  nnd  driven  pa¬ 
tiently  for  several  years,  nnd  have  worked 
|  admirably  in  single,  double,  nnd  tandem  bar-  J 
'  ness,  for  thc  benefit  of  political  demngognes, 
until,  becoming  restive,  they  have  seized  the 
bit  between  their  teeth,  kicked  off  tho  harness, ' 
nnd  nro  now  rnnging  over  the  country,  free 
from  the  rulo  of  kitchen  or  pnrlor  cabinets. 
They  nro  not  dependent  upon  these  politicinns 
for  votes,  nnd  hnving  been  pretty  thoroughly 
snltcd  during  the  lew  past  years,  thoy  will 
hardly  be  enught  by  that  bait.  It  is  predicted 
then  thnt  the  liquor  combination,  with  its  10- 
ported  five  million  fund,  will  fail.  It  may  he 
truo  thnt  every  vote  hns  its  price,  hut  thnt 
price  is  too  great  even  for  this  immense  fund 
to  buy.  Out  of  four  hundred  and  seventy 
thousand  votes,  it  is  of  tho  highest  interest 
to  four  hundred  thousand  tli:  t  rum  should  he 
prohibited.  'I  nk  ing  all  these  things  into  con¬ 
sideration,  tho  general  opinion  must  be  coin¬ 
cided  with,  thnt  we  must  give  up  Sherry,  Old 
Bourbon,  nml  Otnrd,  to  plcnso  tho  majority. 
This  can  be  done  more  easily,  ns  there  nre 
still  enough  vices  to  fnll  back  upon,  trom 
which  wc  shall  not  soon  be  purged.  A  rcro- 
h  it  ion  is  not  likely,  then,  since  those  who  can- 
not  drink  still  have  thc  alternative  of  swear¬ 
ing,  nml  though  their  curses  cannot  bo  loud 
ones,  owing  to  n  statute  in  that  case  made 
nnd  provided,  they  may  he  deep.  There  arc 
also  other  little  peccadillos,  in  which  the  indi¬ 
vidual  members  of  society  may  imlplge,  which  , 
it  is  hoped  will  keep  tho  innnte  evil  so  em¬ 
ployed  as  will  prevent  any  sudden  outburst  or 
anarchy.  Each  German  will  ho  able  to  save 
threo  cents  per  day,  on  Lager  Beer,  which  in 
a  large  family  will  amount  to  n  nice  little  sum 
to  invest  nt  interest,  payable  to  their  heirs, 
after  “  life’s  fitful  lever  ”  is  over. 

Thc  Historical  Society  of  New  York  held 
its  nnnunl  nnd  scmi-Ccntcnial  Anniversary 
yesterday  nt  Nnlo’s  Opera  House,  nml  par¬ 
took  of  a  supper  in  the  evening  nt  tho  Astor 
House,  whoro  tho  good  of  tho  country,  past, 
present,  nml  future  was  looked  after  by  several 
eminent  speakers,  philosophers  and  statesmen. 
The  toasts  to  tho  President  of  tho  United 
States,  tho  Governor  of  Now  Y'ork,  the  Mayor 
nnd  Common  Council  of  tho  city,  were  unre¬ 
sponded  by  proxy  or  otherwise.  Of  course 
neither  tho  Common  Council,  tho  Governor 
or  tho  President  wero  at  tho  supper,  but  one 
would  suppose  that  some  one  present  would 
in  their  behalf  hnvo  thanked  the  Historical 
:  Society  lor  the  mncinbrnnfc.  “Man's  inhu¬ 
manity  to  man  mokes  countless  thousands  j 
mourn.” 

Mr.  Bancroft  was  tho  orator  of  tho  day. 
His  subject,  “  'Hie  Progress  of  tho  Race,” 
vas  handled  in  n  dignified  and  Christian  man¬ 
ner,  but  his  delivery  w’ns  far  from  thnt  of  an 
orator,  and  though  tho  mntter  will  pay  to  j 
study  it,  tho  oudienco  boentno  uneasy  in  tho 
reading. 

Y’ou  have  doubtless  heard  much  of  the  fail¬ 
ures  in  the  West,  but  unfortunately  you  hnvo 
not  heard  tho  wholo,  nnd  you  may  not  feel 
disposed  to  credit  what  I  um  nbout  to  detail 
in  reference  to  failures  in  this  city.  It  is 
summed  up  in  a  few  words.  Tho  merchants 
here,  who  are  in  debt,  must  fail.  Ohio,  Indi¬ 
ana,  and  Illinois  cannot  pay,  because  these 
Stutea  have  neither  uionoy  nor  produce  to  pay  , 
with;  therefore  tho  merchants  hcio  cannot,  j 
and  will  not  pay  tho  fouigu  merchant.  Thc 
bunks  in  the  eity  huvo  curtailed  their  discounts  1 
twelve  millions,  and  they  must  curtail  still 1 
more,  if  they  would  keep  any  specie  in  their 
vaults.  Tho  cotton  and  hog  crop  will  help 
some,  but  both  of  them  will  not  save  us. 
California  has  done  wonders  and  kept  the  pot 
boiling  for  several  years,  but  alas,  more  than 
all  our  gold  departs  in  route  for  the  Black 
Sou,  ami  the  French  capital.  Our  women 
live  in  foreign  silks,  and  our  boys  in  foreign 
broadcloths;  our  farms  nre  covered  with  bars 
of  Welsh  iron,  our  iloors  w  ith  Brussels  and 
Axininster  carpets,  out  tables  with  Bohemian 
ware  and  Birmingham  cutlery,  our  shoulders 
with  ltussiuu  furs,  our  heads  with  French 
hats,  uml  our  feet  with  Brazilian  calf,  whilst 
our  hands  ure  incused  in  monkey  skins  from 
Africa  ;  yea,  more,  the  very  stones  which  1 
now  see,  whilst  I  now  write,  going  into  the 
.  w  alls  of  the  Masoau  Bunk,  are  from  the  coast 
of  Normandy  ;  .141  d  I  really  believe,  if  the 


airs  wore  not  fire  to  nil,  we  should  impsrt 
them  merely  for  tho  love  of  paying  coutt  to 
Europe,  nnd  luty  nt  the  Custom  House.  As 
it  is  we  have  foreign  ones  enough  to  ruin  an 
ordinary  people.  We  shall  see  whnt  will  be¬ 
come  of  us. 

Y’esterdny  morning  about  seven  o’clock, 
Judson  Hotel,  on  Broadway,  near  Wall  street, 
took  fire  nnd  burned  entirely  up  and  rfmrn, 
leaving  not  even  a  remnnnt  of  an  old  bedstead 
to  the  insurance  offices,  who  had  taken  risks, 
amounting  to  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
upon  the  furniture.  It  was  a  beautifal  cash 
sale  of  old  things,  nnd  tho  proprietor  who  had 
taken  tho  houso  only  a  fow  months  before,  is 
put  down  ns  a  lucky  man. 

I  have  rccoivcd  reliable  information  in  ref¬ 
erence  to  the  crops  in  Ohio,  whicn  may  be 
interesting  to  your  renders.  It  is  this  :  Tho 
potato  crop  has  been  bad  throughout  the  State- 
The  wheat  crop,  north  of  a  fine  running 
through  IMqun,  Columbus,  and  Steubenville, 
has  failed,  producing  sufficient  for  home  pur¬ 
poses.  The  crop  south  of  thnt  line  has  boon 
better  than  usual.  Tho  corn  crop  has  been 
good  in  tho  corn  region  proper,  just  ns  tho 
wheat  has  been  bad  in  tho  wheat  region. 
There  never  was  a  moro  abundant  crop  of 
acorns  nnd  nuts,  nnd  these  alone  will,  with  a 
little  aid,  fatten  the  present  crop  of  hogs,  nml 
keep  over  thoso  for  next  year.  The  people 
nro  economizing  very  much,  nnd  there  is  de¬ 
cidedly  a  hope  that  though  merchants  may 
break,  somejof  our  Western  farmers  will  not.

What  with  our  Lyceum  lectures,  political 
cnususcs,  tho  Festival  hero  and  those  in  the 
adjoining  towns,  to  which  our  citizeps  had 
polite  invitations,  Stonchnm  hns  bad  an  active, 
interesting  nnd  evon  exciting  week,  yet  quite 
pleasant  withal. 

But  by  fnr  the  most  pleasant  feature  wa«» 
the  Festival  nnd  Tableaux  parties,  which  came 
off  on  Tuesday  nnd  Wednesday  evenings 
Nov,  "th  nnd  8th,  gotten  up  with  much  skill 
and  taste  by  the  young  Indies  of  the  Union 
Circle.  All  credit  is  duo  those  ladies  so  en¬ 
ergetic  for  furnishing  our  pcoplo  with  so  re¬ 
fined  an  entertainment. 

From  whnt  wo  hnvo  witnessed  wc  feel  im¬ 
pressed  to  say  much  in  praise  of  tho  affair,  ns 
being  of  the  highest  order  nnd  conducted 
with  spirit  and  propriety.  In  our  opinion,  it 
has  far  surpassed  anything  of  the  nature  of 
fairs  or  festivals  thnt  hns  been  previously  got¬ 
ten  up  in  our  vicinity.  Tho  members  of  the 
circle  have  continued  to  honor  themselves  by 
each  year’s  additional  efforts. 

The  society  wns  formed  nearly  four  year* 
ngo,  having  for  its  object  the  eraation  of  n 
fund  sufficient  to  purchase  nn  organ  to  be  used 
in  the  Congrcgationalist  Church.  Tliev  have 
had  two  fairs  previous  to  this  year.  We  un¬ 
derstand  they  now  hnvo  nbout  eight  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  in  the  treasury.  This  effort  hns 
considerably  increased  the  amount,  notwith¬ 
standing  thc  object  on  this  occasion  was  not 
solely  pecuniary,  but  rather  that  of  lihernlity, 
instructive  to  themselves  nnd  pleasant  to  nil 
who  should  participate.  It  is  believed  that 
more  than  their  expectations  wero  realized. 
Tho  use  of  Gerry’s  Fnnoramma  of  the  World 
wns  freely  loaned  to  the  society  by  tho  pro¬ 
prietors.  The  progrnmo  for  the  evening  an¬ 
nounced  many  fine  views,  which  tho  visitors 
witnessed  with  evident  admiration.  There 
were  the  scenes,  of  soeinl  life,  representing 
the  characteristic  fentifresnf  a  well  regulated 
family,  with  nn  alter  erected,  nnd  ita  not  for¬ 
got,  in  vines  of  prnver,  Cottage  Piety.  Then 
followed  some  occasional  scenes  many  mirth¬ 
ful,  n.s  the  Yankee  Courtship,  or  Before  Elect¬ 
ion — n  group  of  highly  excited  hearers  of  a 
hnranguer,  quite  appropriate  to  thc  times.  The 
Biblical  scenes  were  well  chosen  and  executed 
in  a  highly  creditable  manner,  in  Isnnc  meet¬ 
ing  Rebekn,  Alinsuerus  and  Esther. 

Another  part  was  the  representation  of  mar¬ 
riage  in  thc  Episcopal  form,  with  the  peculiar 
incident*  of  the  supposed  married  couple’s 
previous  acquaintance,  in  some  ten  views, 
which  displayed  much  refined  taste  nml  pro¬ 
priety,  nnd  would  bear  to  be  repeated  many 
times.  Tho  evening  nt  thc  hall  wns  concluded 
with  a  rehearsal  of  “  Moses  in  tho  bulrushes” 
by  Misses  Richardson,  Miss  Rhodes  nml 
Mrs.  Green,  with  their  accustomed  spirit  and 
excellent*  success. 

Wo  must  not  omit  to  mention  tho  Fairies' 
Visit — three  young  girls  coining  forward  in 
sylph  like  manner  to  address  in  pm  tic  lines 
some  sire  of  wisdom  —  their  pastor  in  this 
case — in  his  moments  of  quiet  and  reflection, 
each  presenting  him  with  a  memento,  a  scep¬ 
ter,  n  scrrll,  a  wreath.  He,  on  this  occasion  ns 
we  find  him  on  all  others,  quite  unexpected 
to  tho  audience,  w  ns  ready  with  an  almost 
impromptu  poctie  response,  hearing  the  ini-  | 
press  of  those  precepts  w  e  hear  so  faithfully 
taught  from  week  to  week.  It  was  altogether 
a  happily  expressed  and  beautiful  thing — u 
feature  thought  most  worthy  of  a  repetition 

Excellent  music  was  furnished  by  the 
Reading  Flageolet  Baud,  the  Stoncham  Brass 
Baud,  Mr.  Bumlcroft  on  the  Seraph ine,  and 
by  several  ladies  upon  the  piano.  Thu  audi¬ 
ence  was  delighted  w  ith  good  singing  by  Mr. 
ami  Mrs.  Fierce. 

The  second  evening’s  programo  was  differ¬ 
ent  from  the  first,  yet  there  were  some  repe¬ 
titions. 

After  leaving  the  Hall  the  audience  retired 
to  the  Vestry,  where  liberal  refreshments  had 
been  prepared  and  sociality  was  without  limit. 
Here,  too,  oysters,  ice  cream  ami  soda  were 
had  ami  relished.  Some  of  the  older  friends 
had  prepared  a  separate  entertainment,  the 
“old  folks  at  home,’'  where  could  be  seen  tho 
kitchen  furniture  and  the  household  employ¬ 
ments  of  a  hundred  years  ago,  spinning,  card¬ 
ing,  knitting, Xc  ,  person's  habited  in  the  dress 
of  those  days,  men  wearing  cocked  hats,  long 
stockings  amt  tights — women  in  short  frocks 
nnd  white  caps  One  lady  wore  a  silk  wed¬ 
ding  dress  u.-ed  n  century  and  n  quarter,  among 
the  things  that  wore,  the  eontrust  was  laugh¬ 
able;  coteiuporary  with  this  we  noticed  a  pair 
of  luce  worked  linen  pillow  cases  entirely 
home  niudu — tlu*  linen  perhaps  wouhk  be 
considered  a  course  article  in  these  days  of 
steam  power.  This  seemed  to  ho  u  pluco  of 
general  interest  and  re*ort  We  understand 
that  thirty- five  dollars  was  obtained  here, 
and  to  the  tableaux  some  seven  hundred  tick¬ 
ets  wero  received  .tt  the  door,  though  the 


young  people  in  their  liberality  had  presented 
about  two  hundred  and  fifty  to  their  friends 
in  nnd  out  of  town. 

There  were  in  all  about  A  hundred  persons 
who  took  nn  active  pnrt  in  tho  occasion.  It 
was  pronounced  by  visitors,  nnd  wo  believe 
justly,  a  grand  and  unique  affair,  reflecting 
much  honor  upon  its  projectors. 

It  miv  be  a  question,  as  thc  Reading  Edit¬ 
or  remarks,  whether  in  a  pecuniary  point  it 
would  not  have  been  bettor  had  the  project¬ 
ors  turned  their  time  nnd  money  into  a  more 
direct  course.  In  this  ease  wo  admit,  that  the 
fund  would  have  been  materially  increased, 
but  then  tho  opportunity  offered  for  the  im¬ 
provement  and  exercise  of  sociality,  a  leaven¬ 
ing  power,  becoming  when  warmed  an  electric 
thnt  melts  all  tho  distant  nnd  crtido  feelings 
of  man  into  a  happy  and  harmonious  whole. 
Then  again  the  amusement  afforded  t*>  the 
community  is  both  innocent  nml  healthful. 
All  persons  rconiro  relaxation  nnd  rest — tho 
young  must  have  amusement  of  some  kind, 
tho  desire  is  inherent,  a  pnrt  of  nature,  and 
if  it  is  not  properly  diicctod,  it  will  discover 
itself  in  sonic  less  commendable  character. 
Now  even,  ns  much  ns  it  cannot  be  extinguish¬ 
ed,  or  in  a  great  measure  subdued,  and  there  is 
no  desiro  for  it,  ought  it  not  to  be  controlled 
nml  directed  into  a  courso  which  shall  be profi 
table,  physically,  intellectually  nml  morally. 
Such  labors  would  provo  beneficial  to  com¬ 
munity.  This  fcstivrl  wo  opine  hns  had  this 
result.  • 


*tmllrs  for  ClilDlren  In  School*. 

Whoever  has  looked  into  our  Common 
Schools  nnd  inguired  after  the  number  of  stud¬ 
ies  generally  pursued  by  pupils,  has  been  most 
forcibly  struck  with  thc  present  much  practi¬ 
ced  but  foolish  customs.  Those  studies  thnt 
our  fathers  and  mothers  deemed  most  essen¬ 
tial,  hnvo  been  generally  neglected,  and  in 
some  instances  totally  discarded  in  this  day  of 
improvement,  ns  useless  and  only  foolish  cus¬ 
toms  of  logy  ancestors.  The  real  elements  of 
all  good  instruction,  wo  believe,  has  in  almost 
every  town  in  our  commonwealth,  been  over¬ 
looked  from  tho  vain  desire  to  bring  forward 
something  striking  nml  wonderful ;  pnrents 
arc  flattered  by  n  little  outside  finish,  nnd 
teachers  nro  too  npt  to  instruct  in  that  that 
pays  best.  A  man  makos  a  poor  figurn  in¬ 
deed,  thnt  is  unable  to  spell  well,  although  he 
may  write  an  elegant  hand.  Yet  this  very 
useful  pnrt  of  education  is  little  thought  of  z>r 
eared  for  in  our  Public  Schools.  In  a  certain 
town  not  n  hundred  miles  from  this,  that  we 
have  in  our  mind's  eye,  so  eager  wero  tho 
School  Committee  to  bo  fully  up  with  the 
times,  they  left  out  from  among  tho  list  of 
text-books  the  spelling  book,  though  in  thnt 
list  any  quantity  of  any  number  of  books,  em¬ 
bracing  such  a  wonderful  variety,  thnt  tho  in- 
qusitivo  mind  of  Don  Quixote  would  have 
been  fully  sated.  And  this  state  of  things 
remained  for  sevcrnl  years,  so  thnt  nt  least  one 
half  of  a  generation  (in  this  fast  age)  was, 
most  perfectly  taught  without  thnt  old  fash¬ 
ioned  spelling  book. 

Wo  had  occasion  the  other  dny  to  visit  one 
of  these  modern  hot- beds  or  forcing-schools  for 
precocious  children,  and  listened  to  recitations 
in  Geography,  Arithmetic,  Grammar, Astrono¬ 
my,  Elocution,  &c.,  &c\,  by  young  gentlemen 
thnt  in  our  time  would  hnvo  been  dressed  in 
slips,  and  young  ladies  would  have  worn  pan- 
tale’s.  The  performances  wore  highly  credit¬ 
able  in  their  line,  no  doubt,  but  we  lost  their 
point  in  hearing  a  large  class  mis-*,  consecu¬ 
tively,  a  very  simple  word  of  one  syllable,  for 
which  in  our  lime  each  would  hnve  gone  to 
his  scat  with  a  box  on  the  left  ear.  ,But  our 
sheet  is  lull ;  yet  1  intended  to  say  something 
on  the  multiplicity  of  studies  in  schools  ;  I 
must  leave  it  until  next  week.

School  took  placo  Tuesday  afternoon.  This 
school  has  now*  been  under  the  charge  of  Miss 
Emitine  L.  Stnrrctt  live  successive  terms. 
When  Miss  Starrctt  took  tho  school  it  was  in 
a  very  had  condition  ;  but  by  dint  of  energy, 
perseverance  nnd  industry  she  1ms  brought  it 
forward  nml  up,  so  that  it  hns  of  late  ranked 
ns  tho  very  besc  school  in  town.  Miss 
Stnrrett’s  eminent  success  in  her  school  hns 
won  her  thc  universal  love  nnd  respect  of  her 
pupils  nnd  patrons.  The  South  District  hns 
now  an  excellent  school,  an  excellent  teacher, 
nnd  nn  excellent  house.  The  houso  is  pro¬ 
bably  tho  very  host  in  town  ;  it  certainly  lias 
a  remarkably  fine  location.  At  thc  exninina- 
.  tion  a  largo  proportion  of  the  pnrents  were  in 
attendance.  Remarks  were  made  by  Mr.  II. 
F.  Parker,  and  Mr.  Stilman  E.  Parker,  both 
of  the  Superintending  Committee,  nnd  also  by 
Mr.  Wm.  J.  Wightmnn,  chairman  of  thc  last 
Board  superintending  Committee.  The  com¬ 
mittee  were  very  much  pleased  with  tho  con¬ 
dition  of  tho  school.  Thc  order  wns  good 
and  tho  recitations  wero  excellent.  The  class 
of  young  Indies  in  Book  Keeping  gave  parti¬ 
cular  evidence  of  careful  nnd  successful  study 
Wc  hope  those  young  ladies  will  keep  the 
practical  “  account  a  ”  ol  life  with  as  much 
success  ns  they  seem  to  huvo  met  with  in  tho 
pursuit  of  this  study. 

There  is  one  decidedly  had  feature  in  this 
school, — a  feature  thnt  exists  to  some  extent 
in  many  schools  ;  we  nil  tide  to  thc  great 
absence, of  pupils  on  examination  days.  Miss 
Starrett’s  number  is  nbout  sixty  ;  of  this 
number  no  lc^s  thnn  eleven,  who  hod  attend¬ 
ed  up  to  the  last  dny,  wero  absent  on  that  oc¬ 
casion.  This  is  a  very  great  disadvantage  to 
tho  pupils  thus  absenting  themselves.  And 
although  they  nro  generally  of  the  poorost 
nnd  least  de«irnblo  of  tho  pupils,  still  it  is  an 
unfairness  towards  the  remaining  pupils,  and 
something  of  nn  insult  to  the  teacher  and 
Committee.  In  one  of  tho  very  best  Public 
high  Schools  in  Rhode  Island  there  is  a  by¬ 
law  to  the  effect  that  a  pupil  absenting  him¬ 
self  on  examination  day  without  rendering  nn 
excuse  satisfactory  to  thc  teacher  and  commit¬ 
tee,  shall  not  be  admitted  to  the  school  dur¬ 
ing  the  first  four  weeks  of  tho  succeeding 
term. 

And  some  similar  means  should  be  taken 
in  all  locations  where  this  evil  exists.  Of 
(oursc  tho  chief  blnme,  in  most  cases,  rest 
upon  thc  pnrents.  Wc  onglit  to  add,  that 
Miss  Stanett  has  had  tho  assistance  ol  Miss 
Elizabeth  Porter,  whose  services  hnvo  given 
good  satisfaction .  Wo  nre  glad  to  learn  that 
the  excellent  condition  of  this  school  is  not  to 
he  disturbed  by  a  change  of  teachers, — ar¬ 
rangements  hi  ving  been  mndc  for  Miss  Stnr- 
rett  to  commence  on  tho  terra  alter  a  vaca¬ 
tion  of  about  two  weeks.

Drar  JotTR.vsd,.— In  my  last  I  proposed  to 
say  or  write  something  or.  the  multiplicity  of 
atudiea  in  schools.  It  is  to  bo  particularly 
’  noticed,  by  any  one  who  has  spared  tho  first 
moment  to  devote  to  education,  the  alarming 
folly  of  crowding  studies  upon  pupils  in  all 
’schools,  and  more  particularly  in  our  public 
schools.  Here  boys  and  girls  of  not  a  dozen 
yeira  are  loaded  with  six  and  often  ten 
studies,  Xatcfr.g  tho  penchant  from  teachers  as 
well  as  parents  that  n  great  many  studies 
make  great  scholars.  So  alarming  is  it,  that 
I  have  often  seen  terms  throw  n  entirely  away, 
scholars  coming  out  with  actually  less  scien¬ 
tific  knowledge  than  when  the  term  commenc¬ 
ed.  The  maxim  of  do  one  thing  at  a  time 
and  do  it  well  may  with  greater  force  bo  ap¬ 
plied  to  pupils,  learn  one  thing  or  one  science 
.  at  a  time  but  learn  it,  yet  it  never  can  be  so, 
when  half  a  dozen  lessons  or  more  are  to  be 
learned  every  day,  and  it  is  folly  to  expect  it. 
One  cause  of  this  prevalent  evil  arises  I  ap¬ 
prehend  from  a  false  notion  of  instruction. 
The  true  idea  is  in  all  instruction  to  lead, 
point  the  way  and  let  the  pupil  do  the  rest. 
Yet  in  our  times,  the  very  reverse  is  true,  a 
teacher  may  he  compared  to  a  person  filling 
bottles,  where  each  in  its  course  is  filled  label¬ 
ed,  corked,  and  sent  into  the  market .  The 
mind  of  each  pupil  being  considered  an  empty 
vessel  that,  during  certain  hours,  must  go 
and  passively  sit  and  have  knowledge  poured 
Into  it,  but  with  this  difference,  that  all  of  the 


latest  intelligence  from  his  own  country. —

reading  and  extract.  Several  clerks  arc  kept 
constantly  employed  in  receiving,  sorting  and 
arranging  the  papers  ;  and  the  whole  estab¬ 
lishment  is  conducted  in  a  manner  which  for 
order,  comfort,  and  celerity,  is  a  perfect  con¬ 
trast  to  the  arrangements  at  the  British 
Museum.

It  is  of 
Connecticut  brown  freestone,  four  stories 
high.  The  main  hall  ia  twenty  feet  wide,. 
with  columns  each  side,  anti  balustrade  all 
the  wav  round  ;  sixtv-tiv#  (wt  long,  and  sixty- 
ihroe  feet  to  the  ceiling  or  cf  of  the  house. 
The  first  floor  is  divided  into  pStlor*,  recep¬ 
tion-room,  dining-room,  picturc-g&llery,  and 
other  rooms  in  keeping.  The  ne?ft  floor, 
(which  is  reached  by  a  circular  stairway  in  the 
remote  corner,  parsing  up  to  a  beautiful  dome,) 
contains  chambers  or  sleeping  rooms,  a  gothic 
chapel,  nnd  a  gymnasium.  Upon  the  top  ot 
thc  house  is  an  observatory,  from  which  can 
bo  seen  distinctly  tbe  whole  city,  and,  many, 
if  not  all  the  adjacent  villages,  including 
Brooklyn,  and  Jersey  City.  The  cost  of  the 
building  alone  has  been  $135,000,  exclusive 
of  tho  furniture.  There  are  three  hundred 
yards  of  carpeting  for  the  parlors  alone,  which 
cost  nine  hundred  dollars.  The  windows  are 
in  single  panes,  of  French  plate  glass,  and 
altogether  it  is  the  most  imposing,  as  .well  as 
most  expensive  private  residence  in  America, 
and  will  require  the  annual  expenditure  of  a 
small  foitunc  to  keep  the  establishment  upon 
n  proper  basis.  Of  course  there  is  a  carriage 
house,  stable,  nnd  conservatory  upon  the  same 
scale  of  eleganco.

Having  been  turnUhed  with  a  free  tickot 
a-*  re  orter  lor  tho  Middlesex  Journal,  we  at¬ 
tended  the  first  gathering  at  the  Temple,  ou, 
the  evening  of  Nov.  23,  ami  found  thera  one  . 
of  the  largest  aud  most  intelligent  mtdictice* 
ever  accommodated  in  that  spacious  hall.

The  Lecture  before  the  Woburn  Ly¬ 
ceum  on  Tuesday  evening,  u  <  given 
by  Dr.  Nolgcr,  n  native  of  Prussia.  His 
subject  was  “the  1  ’astern  Question,” 
including  particularly  the  causes  of  the 
present  war.  This  theme  afforded  but 
little  opportunity  for  the  display  of  pro¬ 
found  thought  and  impassioned  elo¬ 
quence,  yet  hy  his  great  familiarity  with 
the  facts  iu  the  case — having  lived  near 
the  scene  of  action  during  a  great  part 
of  his  life — he  was  able  to  render  his 
Lecture  exceedingly  valuable  and  in¬ 
structive.  No  thinking  mind  can  con¬ 
template  the  present  political  aspect  of 
Europe  with  indifference.  The  result 
of  the  present  war  with  Russia  and  the 
allied  forces  of  England,  Franco  and 
Turkey,  must,  of  necessity,  exert  a 
mighty  influence  for  good  or  for  evil, 
in  advancing  or  retarding  civil  and  re¬ 
ligious  liberty  in  Europe.  Should  the 
tremendous  power  of  Russia  he  broken, 
should  the  all-grasping  ambition  of  the 
Czar  meet  with  an  effectual  check,  bless¬ 
ings  of  incalculable  value  will  flow,  as 
a  result,  to  the  down-trodden  and  op¬ 
pressed  multitudes  now  sighing  for  civil 
and  religious  freedom.

Such  lectures  are  not  likely  to  prove 
as  popular  ns  those  made  up  of  fine 
spun  theories,  or  elegantly  expressed 
nothings,  where  the  w  ords  fall  upon  tho 
ear  with  a  melodious  cadence,  yet  leave 
no  enduring  impressions  upon  the  in¬ 
tellect  or  the  hea*t.  The  man  who 
would  be  very  popular  as  a  Lyceum  Lec¬ 
turer,  must  beware  of  plunging  down 
amid  the  “primary  formations’*  in  the 
domain  of  science  or  of  mind.  He  must 
turn  with  rare  tho  more  recent  yelloic 
deposits,  and  lie  will  h  *  acknow  ledged 
by  many  as  a  demigod  in  eloquence, 
wisdom  and  refined  taste.  Vet  there 
are  those  who  delight  to  descend  into 
the  profound  depths  of  the  “true”  and 
the  “good,”  so  ably  and  so  eloquently 
disclosed  in  the  very  able  Lecture,  de¬ 
livered  a  few  weeks  since,  by  Professor 
Shedd. 

It  will  be  seen  by  a  reference  to  the 
special  notice,  that  the  price  of  Tickets 
to  the  remainder  of  the  course  of  Ly¬ 
ceum  Lectures,  has  been  reduced  to  of) 
cents.

D  \n  Jot  uxAL : — I  was  about  to  xvritc  some¬ 
thing  last  w  eek  Upon  the  style  of  teaching  ns 
found  at  tho  present  day  hut  was  obliged  to 
stop,  my  9 licet  being  full.  Tho  source  from 
whence  teachers  nre  generally  derived,  and 
the  motive  that  induces  tho  adoption  of  the 
calling  having  been  gi\*cn  in  former  numbers. 
The  style  of  course  must  partake  ol  the  char-  ' 
ncters  of  teachers  to  a  greater  or  lest  extent. 
One  prevailing  nn  l  universal  practice  nt  pres-  I 
cut  is  a  hurriednes*  nnd  superficiality  in  all 
studies.  If  being  the  prevalent  doctrine  to 
dr  ice  ahead  accomplish  something  striking,  | 
wonderful,  or  astonishing.  This  being  done, 
no  matter  how  well  or  how  little  is  understood, 
that  teacher  doing  it  has  surely  struck  for 
1  themselves  a  rich  lead.  Then  another  cause 
is,  to  force  little  men  nnd  women  to  study 
something  large  in  the  way  of  science,  that 
xvhieh  old  heads  nml  mature  minds  in  good 
old  times  were  most  properly  deemed  capa¬ 
ble  of  studying  with  profit.  This  prurient 
vanity  among  teachers  ia  so  prevalent  I  have  , 
known  touchers  to  devote  hours  to  one  or 
two  precocious  schollnrs  in  these  11  adcaind 
cA/.v.vci,"  and  he  unable  to  spare  as  tunny  min¬ 
utes  for  instructing  the  whole  school  in  spell- 
in  g  and  reading  our  good  plain  Old  English. 
This  is  a  fast  nge  indeed,  nnd  teachers  strive 
to  make  fast  sehollors,  as  much  as  our  ship 
builders  do  fn>;  ships,  to  our  apprehension  a 
grand  mistake.

and  before  full  developement  takes  place  it 
necessarily  bus  to  go  through  as  many  changes 
now  ns  then.
